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SHIPMENTS DROP | 
AS SUCCESSFUL 
YEAR NEARS END 


286 Cars of Vegetables Out 
Last Week with 167 of 
Them Beans 


Shipments of vegetables from 
the Lake Okeechobee region are 
gradually dropping off as the end 
of a successful season nears. Grow- 
ers and brokers state that the past 
few months constitute one of the 
most @uccesaful seasons ever to be 
enjoyed in the Everglades. Cab- 
tage, the surprise crop, added 
many thousands of dollars to the 
deposits of growers in the Lake 
region this year when it sold for 
fancy priĉes for several week. 

‘The past week's shipments are 
off somewhat when compared with 
the week before but this is to be 
expected with the end of the sea- 
con nearing. A total of 286 cars 
of vegetables went out during the 
past seven days with 167 of thon 
being bean: ‘There were 64 s 
of tomatocs, 16 of mixed vege- 
tables, 35 of cabbage, one of corn, 
two of celery and one f egg plant. 

Brokers stated yesterday that 
beans had dropped in price to 
around 75 cents per hamper and 
tomatoes were bringing only about 
$1.00 per lug.

“The third reduction in residen- 
tial electric rates within the past 
year will become effective on 
bills based on meter readings on 
and after June +, 1935. There will 
be a general reduction in the 
Thrifty Three plan for the entire 
Florida Power and Light company 
system, with the exception of the 
city of Miami where rate are in 
Utigating, Under the new Thrifty 
plan ‘the seasonal and transfer 
charges have been eliminated. In 
the present Thrifty Three rate 
these charges are $4.50 and $1.50 
respectively.
